In advocating the study of, the Post-Biblical History of the Jews, Dr. 
Hermann Adler recently expressed an earnest hope “that a work on this enbiect 
ef not so ponderous a character as Gractz’s history, but in one voluine: 
wonld be written for the benefit of the rising generation of Jews.” Mra. Magnus’s 
bright little volame “ About the Jews since Bibl Times,” is a very inter sting col 
lection of essays, but comes to an end with the thirteeenth century and does not 
supply the want indicated by the Delegate Chief Rabbi. M. Theodore: Reinach 
has just published in Paris, such a book asisrequired. It is readable, instructive, 
and methodical, and is one of the best results of the renewed attention to Hebrew 
Literature which has been stimulated by the Société des Etudes Juives. An 
authorised English edition of this work, with such additions and alterations as 
are required, could be rapidly issued by sabscription, and we invite offers of sub- 
scribers’ names. It would be published at six shillings per copy to subscribers, 
and would be interesting to all the reading public, while especially valuable for 
echool and family use. 


According to a Constantinople correspondent, the Hfaskeni district in that 


city contains a colony of three to four hundred Caraite Jews, who are in a 
fairly comfortable position. They allege that they have resided in Constantinople 
since the reign of Constantine. They have a school of their own for boys, but 
the majority of their girls attend the excellent school of the Alliance Isra¢lite in 
the Haskeni quarter. It is generally believed that the total number of Caraites 
in the world is abont 10,000 to 12,000. The greater portion, as is well-known, 
reside at Eupatoria, in the Crimea ; but stnall communities of this sect are to be 
found at Cairo,: Jerusalem, and other Eastern cities. It is is curious to note 
that the Russian Government treats the Caraites dwelling in the dominions of 
the Czar with considerable lib: rality, as though to atone, in its own eyes, for the 
harsh measures it deals out to the three millions or thereabouts of Jews who 
have the misfortune to come within the operation of its laws, 


In the summer of last year there was published by Calmann Levy, in Paris, 
a remarkable and colossal work entitled “ La Mission des Juifs.”. The author 
signed himself “St. Yves d’Alveydre,” of course a nomde plume, The book was 
from the same pen as the older and better known “ Mission des Sonverains,” 
which obtained significance from the circumstance that the author spoke of himself 
as being (one of them), viz., the sovereigns. It is now conjectured, 
ind the Jiidisches Litteratur-Blatt, the literary supplement of the Jor. Wochex 
schrift, of Magdeburg, appears to put faith in the “surmise—that the mysterious 
author of the two works mentioned above is none other thanthe eccentric King of 
Bay i. 


M. Hyacinthe Loyson, the remarkable Roman Catholic priest, who, under his 
more widely known name of Pére Hyacinthe, gained considerable celebrity some 
years ago, has again made Judaisti the subject of some of his lectures at his 
church in Paris, Ina sermon on the Epiphany, M. Loyson particularly lauded 
the two great Jewish ideas, Monotheism and the Messiah, and he exclaimed after 
Bossuet, that outside Judaism everybody was God except God himself. A fort- 
night laterhe publicly replied from the pulpit to several letters he had received, 
in one of which he was charged with imitating Jewish ceremonies in his services 
at the church in the Rue St. Arras. He acknowledged that this little churech— 
s0 modest and bare, without tablets and other ornaments—in which the Deca- 
logue was read every Sunday—had more than a slight resemblance tothe syne. 
sogue. ‘The terms in which he made this avowal were remarkably effective. 

“Have not the Psalms,” he observed, “come to usfrom the Jews? Jesus, the Aposties, and 
the early Christians, were they not ali Jews? Did not they performin the Temple the rites pre- 
scribed by the Law cf Moses, the sacrifices which we have replaced by prayers, the ‘ sacrifices of 
ne lips’?

TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE, 


Sin,—We, the undersigned, Wardens of the Spanish and Portuguese Congrega- 
tion, ask the favour of your insertion of a few words in reply to the letter of Mr, 
Puriente, on the above subject, which appeared in your last week's issue, 

Nhe meetings of the Elders of our congregation being unattended by any 
representatives of the Press, we should not have followed the example set by Mr, 
Pariente in breaking in wpon their ptivacy, had not his letter, in addition to an 
inaccurate and garbled statement of facts, contained au unwarrantable attack upon 
ue, as the Executive of the Congregation. 

The appointment of a worthy successor to the late Rev. Dr. Artom in the office 
of Habam of our synagogue has been for some time past a tubject of earnest con- 
sideration by our predecessors in office, and by ourselves, A candidate offe:ed 
himeelf last year in the person of the Rev, Mr. Da Fano, Rabbi of Reggio, and this 
gentleman’s testimonials were examined by us at our first meeting after election as 
Wardens. Before that meeting no steps had been taken towards the Rev, Mr, Da 
Fano’s election, further than the request for, and the reception of, his testimonials, 
Mr. Pariente’s statement, that alresdy in July a definite offer of the post of Haham, 
on certain terms, had been sent to the Rev. Mr. Da Fano,-is absolutely without 
foundation, On the contrary, we did not consider that the evidence in our posses- 
sion justified us in pressing forward a public discussion of this gentleman's candi- 
dature before the opening of the Annual Session of Elders in January. 

Without going into details, the cne fact, that the candidate had no knowlelge 
of the English language, was in itself a considerable bar to his eligibility. 

The result of the final meeting of Elders, which discussed the proposal to invite 
the Rev. Mr. Da Fano to London, and at which the twenty mem bers present were 
equally divided in their opinions—1\ voting for his invitation, aud 10 against—is a 
enflicient justification of our reluctance to any precipitate action. The casting vote 
of the President was very naturally given against the motion, the equally divided 
votes of the meeting testifying to the very doubtful prospects of success offered by 
Mr. Da Fano’s candidature. 

Mr. Pariente taxes us with “ uncourteous (s/c) and un justifiable treatment ”’ of 
the Rev. Mr, Da Fano, We repel the accusation, and have sufliciently refuted the 
evidence on which it is based. If the Rev, Mr, Da Fano has received discourteous 

and unjustifiable treatment it isat the hands ofa gentleman who, with singular indeli- 
cacy, has not scrupled to drag the name of an utter stranger into the public pres 
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in crder to use it as a weapon in attacking the Wardens of bis Congregation.

It is not known that Mr Da Fano has published any work, religious or secular 
He is onacquainted with the English language, and has only a moderate acquaint, 
ance with the French, Superadded to this, his domestic circamstances are such ar 
to make it, in my opinion, very questionable whether in his own interest and fos 
the comfort of himself and family, he would do well to remove to London, He ha 
tive young children, and the factof coming to a strange country with such respon 
sibilities might prevent or disincline him and his wife (or either) from taking tha 
position in society which, according toour preseut very proper notions, a gentleman 
holding the office of Haham should occupy. 

I beg your readers to understand that my vote was not intended in any way to 
touch the principle of the appointment of a Haham, On this subject I retain “my 
views with the tenacity which is the privilege of every independent person ; but I 
recognise and willingly yieldt» the propriety as well as the necessity of sutordi- 
nating them to the declarcd views of the majority. I go further, I would not seek 
to press them against the wishes of a large minority.

THE MOTZA TAX. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONIGLE.” 
Sin,—Your repert of the preceedings at the C 


pressed the whole of the state ouncil last weck having sup- 


ment I mide, ani reported others ix extenso, from 


which it would appear that I merely moved the resolution in the terms of my 
notice, without assigning any reason or attempting to show any cause for the abo- 
lition of the tax, I must ask you to insert a few remarks of mine relative to the 
matter, 

I -tated at the time that “if the tax was abolished it woull do away with a 
monopoly which ia allowed to exist, for the purpose of proteciing the revenue 
derived, and is the cause of the bakers being able to charge exce sive prices for the 
motzar. There are a large number of poor persons who do not take anything n 
charity, and are entitled to our consideration ; and we should allow their food to 
be procarable as cheaply as possible, The amount obtained last year from this tax 
was £512, which, with £254 from the revenue of the United Synagogue, was expended 
in providing motzas for distribution t» the poor, which sapply will have to be con - 
tinued. And, assaming that a similar amount will be required every y-ar, it is my 
opi. ion that it shou'd be raised from other sources, not the taxation of food.” 

I wish at once to say that no one appreciates more fally than myself the ser- 
vices rendered to the community by the Overseers of the Pvor, and that I had no 
intention of impugnipy the administration of the motza distribation, which I think, 
had Mr, Noah Davis been aware of, he would not have held out his threat of resig- 
nation. Upon his remarkab'e “ protest,’ I join issue wits him and 
matntain that solong asl am at the Council as an elected representative I shall 
claim the right to bring before them a matter which I consider to be a grievance, 
and requires to be remedied, such being my sole object in this instance. Mr. Noah 
Davis goes on to say that the tax is perfectly harm!ess, only three-eighths of a p nny 
per ponnd on the price of motzar, and does not cause the slightest grievance to any- 
one in any shape or form ; and both the Overseers assort that there never was any 
attempt to create a monopoly ; quite the contrary. 

My contention is, that th» price of motzas would be very mach cheaper if the 
trade of motza baking was unfettered,anil thinkit is a mistake even to restrict the 
importation from abroad, as such conpetition would tend to keep down the price, 
Mr, Noah Davis also states that for years he and his colleagues have been consider- 
ing how to abolish this tax, and, only failing to fiad a substitutional tax, have they 
refrained from recommending its abolition, Now does it not seem very strange that 
he should wish and endeavour to abolish this tax, which he tays is not burtfal or 
mischievous, aud which prodaces more than £500 per annum, and he must have 
forgotten, or thought others hal, that a report, dated June 13th, 1879, and signed 
Ly him<elf, was pre-ented to the Council recommending the continuance of the tax 
of 72, 6d. per sack on floar, t» which I moved an amendment, that the tax be totally 
abolished, urging then the same reasons as now for its discontinuance, And the last 
paragraph of that report, which was separately moved and adopted, contained these 
words : ‘ But they poiat ont that to render it successful the Flour Committee must 
receive the loyal co-operation of the Ecclesiastical Authorities, who should be re- 
quested to withhold permission from any applicant for the preparation of flour 
without first referriog euch applicant to the Overseere, to enable them to make 
arrangements which, while not interfering with the rights of Provincial Congrega- 
tions, would protect the financée of the United and Portaguere Synagoga:s.” 

I still hope that the time is not far distant when the Council will see that the 
taxation of food is an anomaly, and will abolish it,

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THE INTRODUCTION OF THE ENGLISH LANGUAGE INTO OUR 
SYNAGOGUES, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE,” 

S1r,—If this correspondence has succeedel in nothing else, we may be thankful 
for its having evoked from so keen an obeerver as Mr. E. N. Frankenstein the 
timely remoustrance and practical proposal which appcared in the cvulumus of 
your last issue, 

It issome satisfaction to thoaa who have for so long been “ crying in the 
wilderness " to fiad that leadera in the community are being awakened by the attack 
which has been made on the sacred tongue, to the dangers of that /aisscz aller 
principle which would disclaim all responsibility for the religious edavation of our 
future congregants. We begin to see now whither such a priaciple must lead us ; 
for the question, “ Shali we pray in Hebrew?’ could never have been formalated 
if it were not for the ivnorance of the language of our race, which would not, and 
could not, exist if the commnnity did its duty by the provision of facilities for reli- 
gious education such as Mr, Frankenstein advocates, 

What is required is such a“ levelling up” process as would secure to every 
Jewieh child a knowledge of Hebrew and the principles of Jadaism equal to that 
which the State requires and provides as a minimum in secular subject-, Against 
this some of your correspondents would propose a tystem of “ levelliag down ” 
which would redace the coming generation to the ignorance which is now the mis- 
fortune of the miuority—though unhappily not the least influential minority—of 
the community. 

Nobody who has propored Schools for the Jewish Middle Classes as a remely 
for the dwindling interest in Hebrew and religious studies, has any desire to rai e 
a barrier between the Jew and his fellow citizen. But itis necessary to make our 
children Jews not only by birth, but by training and cvnriction, before they can be 
expected to show their countrymen and the world the benefits of the Faith confidei 
to their keeping. Let our children while they are young acquire such convictions 
—and where are they to acquire them if not in schools ?—and we need have no tear 
of their mixing as much as possible in Colleges, Factories, or at the Mart, with 
their fellow citizens of adifferent creed; nor need we fear thatthe trast which we 
commit to their hands will be neglecte}, or that to them will ever arisa the ques- 
tion—* Shall we pray in Hebrew?”

Sir,—I have read with considerable interest the correspondence in your columns 
under the above heading, and, although I can scarcely claim t» be permitted to 
express my views on so important a matter appertaining to the form of worship in

When I refer to the little right I have to address you at all on this matter, 
IT allude and make the avowal most respectfully to the fact that Iam almost a 
stranger to the synagogue, my attendance being given only on the eve and first day 
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of the New Year and on the eve and Day of Atonement ; but whilst acknowledging 
chat for this neglect of my eee duty as an Israelite, I can make no excuse, I 
pelieve that were the service ag ered more attractive and [ may add intelligible by 
che substitution of the English language for a large ashen of the prayers now 
aid in Hebrew, not only I but a great number of others similarly lax with myself 
would be gradually drawn toa more frequent and probably regular attendance to 
che synagogue. \ hether this would be a desirable consummation may be ques- 
tioned, 1 for one think it would. I have heard it stated that on the Sabbath the 
attendance at the majority of oar synagogues is m st meagre. No doubt this 
may be ascribed to other causes than the non-attractivences of the service, but I 
cannot help feeling that a better attendance with advantageous results, both to 
apnagogue and congregation, would follow if the innovation, advocated by your 
correspondent, Mr. J.5. Platnauer, and others were adopt-d. There is, no doubt, 
much to be said on the side of those who plead that our ancient ani tacred lan- 
guage, with all its traditions and influences, shoald not be lightly cast aside. 
although I cannot go So far with your gifted correspondent Sys" that our exiat- 
ence as a nation depends upon its retention in the service. But it cannot he denied 
that the majority of English Jews are sadly ignorant of the Hebrew language, and 
looking to the vrowing terdency to mix more with, and enter more fully into, the 
pursuits and occupations of our Christian neighbours, there is every probability of 
still levser acquaintance with Hebrew amongst the Jews of the next 
This is much tobe deplored, but I fear it is inevitable. How vital. the refore, is it. 
that every possiole means should te taken to eonduct our teligious service in such 
manner as to attract, rather thanto repel, large numbers of our community... A 
certain portion of the service could continue to be rensered in Hebrew, acd I would 
strongly advocate this cvurse, indeed this appears to be generally conceded by those 
of vour correspondents favouring the proposed change; but while there is little 
hope of the Jews of the future Leivg better educated in Hebrew than are the Jews 
of the present day, I would strongly urge that every effort shonld be made by con- 
tinuous and susta ned advocacy, to promote the adoption of the English language, 
not instead of, but as well as Hebrew in our synagogue services, |

S1r.~—In the Book of the Prophet Isaiah, as also in the Book of Kinzs, we meet. 
with the following passage: “Speak, I pray thee,to thy servants in the Svrian 
language, for we understand it ; and talk not with us in the Jews’ language, etc,” 
We likewise read in Nehemiah : “ And their children spake half in the speech of 
Ashdod, and could not speak in the Jews’ language, but according to the language 
of each people,”’ This is not the first time that the columns of the Jrrish Chronicle 
have teemed with communications and discassions on this question, The proposition 
that Jews shall offer up their orisons to their Heavenly Maker in any other than 
their «rn tongue seems preposterously absurd. The late Dr. Beniach, while Editor 
of the Jewish Chronicle, dilated on this subject in an article replete with caustic 
and cogent argumentation. With your permission, I will briefly point ont the ludi. 
crous and inconvenient tide, 

So long as Hebrew is the language of prayer, a Jew or Jewess, as the case may 
he, whatever be the country wherein they are born, able to read Heorew, can join 
in the cel: bration of worship in any community of Jews all the world over (the 
difference in the pronuncia'ion of the Hebrew, whether Ashkenaz or Sephardic, need 
not prove an insuperable barrier). If, however, Jews were to pray in public assem. 
blies, in the vernacular of the place where they happened to dwell, only native 
Jews, or in-dwellera of that particular country, could engage in common prayer,

Every English-speaking Jew would have to make himself acquainted with all the 
Earopean languages, let alone their various dialects, and rice r: Would it not 
be easier to acquire a slightly better knowledge of.the language which has been 
denom'nated “ the unchangeab'e inheritance of the sons of Israel! ” 

Let us now approach the quesvion from the emotional side, As has been pointed 
out in your leading article on the retention of the Hebrew language as the medium 
of our ietercourse with the Almighty Creator of the Universe, Hebrew is the bond 
of union which links all Jews in one common brotherhood throughout the habitable 
globe. It is in some respects as the Masonic fraternal grasp, of which we have an 
interesting illustration preserved in the history of the Crimean War, when, during 
the attack on the Redan at Sebastopol, an English officer who led one of the attack- 
ing parties had a musket Jevelled at him by a Russian soldier behind the embrasares, 
and who was just going to pull the trigger, when the English officer made an exclama- 
tion. A Russian officer happening to hear it, struck the musket aside,anigrasping the 
hand of the English officer, exc'aimed : “ Ile is my brother!" and palled him into 
the Russian lines, and thus saved his life. We might multiply instances when on 
the battle-field dying and wounded Jews have recognised each other by the uttering 
of the S/ mang in the Hebrew tongue. Jews need not, however, be under any 
apprehension of Hebrew c asing to be their language, The language of which we 
rend “IT have also spoken by the Prophets, &c.” (Hosea xii., 10), is ia no danger of 
being obliterated,

gogue service, although as yet, probably, commanding but little support, is so 
typical of the attitude taken up by a certain school of Jews towards our ancient 
customs, that it is quite worthy of eerions consi‘eratiou. 

This demand for the Anglicising or de-nationalisation of our service must come 
from a minority of the community, Jews who are English by birth and education, 
and have no knowledge of Hebrew are. fortunately, still comparatively few, and of 
these there are surely very few who are regular attendants at a eynagogue, The 
reading of our prayers, or a portion of them, in English, could only be for the bene- 
fit of these English Jews whodo not understand Hebrew ard go every Saturday to 
synagogue service, I say expressly every Saturday, for surely casual visitors have 
no right to have the :ervice arranged to suit their fancies. It is bad enough thet 
we have to build and support synagogues four times too big for the congregations 
in order to provide room once a year for such casual visitors. 

It is argued that the synagovues are not well attended, because the services are 
not attractive, and any alteration in the way of making the service more attractive 
—novel that is—will induce the abstainers to return, We have had enough of this 
miserable cant, Did the late alterations in the ritual, sensible though they were, 
increase the attendance at the synagogue! How are we to “ attract ” people to 
synagogue | The best way to attract peo, le is to pay them to come, andif we do 
that we are abused for having a paid Minyav, People are “attracted” from syna- 
gogue by the wish t> attend to their businesses, to their other occupations at home, 
or, perhaps, to tukea little extra sleep, Shall we provide a tape and te!ephone in 
the lobby, and couches in lieu of chairs? 

No variation of the service will induce those who do not attend to come, and if 
it did it is net gazers who are wanted in a place of worship, bat worshippers. Those 
who consider it their duty to attend will do so, those who do not recogrise euch a 
duty will not do so, andall that can be done is, by persuasion anid example, to 
convince abstainers that they are leaving a duty unfulfille}, 

There ia no gool in trying to make an experiment with our ancient customs ; 
the only way to make the prayers underst 90d is the old way, of teaching the Hebrew 
language, If sufficient opportunities do not exist for such teaching, such opporta- 
niti-s must be made, Ciassescan be he'd oh Sundays or in the evenings for the 
study of Ilebrew, and I am sure there is not one among our ministers, hard-worked 
though they be, who would object t> orginise aud supervise such a class if ca'led 


upon by his congregation to do so.

We are a distinct nation,and through generationsand oenturies have we been 
so ; and in spite of the efforts of certain members of various sommunitirs, re shal/ 
continue to be xe.. Why should we not therefore havea language of ourown! Itis 
wisely said tat “ one touch of natare makes the whole world kin,” and never waa 
this better illustra'ed than in connection with ourselves. It is the one great touch 
ot nature that makes ws akin, You. wisely remarked in your able article on this 
subject, that the We'sh and various other nations festered greatly their native 
languages. It is the firat care of a father if he is ina foreizn country, to teach his 
children his mother tongue, Why should we not do the same 

Sufficient t meis spent now at every school in drilling them into Latin and 
Greek, and years a:e spent in trying to construe a bit.of Horace or Virgil: parents 
will also see that these subjects are properly ettended to, Why the holy language 
of their forefathers is entirely discarded, I am at a loss fo see. 

As long as they are able to say the pow and one or two minor prayers, they 
give entire satisfaction. If they cannot understand their payers in the synagogues, 
it is entirely their own fault, Why should they not be taught to translate 
thoroughly the Hebrew language so that when they enter a place of worship, no 
matter in what remote part of the world it may be, they can immediately under- 
stand what is being said?

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: BOARD OF GUARDIANS. 


At the last ineeting of the Board of Guardians the annual reports of its 


several committees were submitted and adopt: d,and will be included in the Annua 
he port issued to the contributorstothe Board. <A scrutiny of the statistics and 
comments thereon indicate very clearly that the Board is not merely one large 
Charity. it is really the centre, a veritable sun, of a large planetary system of 
charities, and that while each revolves round the centre orb from which they 
all obtain heat and light, each planet is a veritable world itself, having distinct 
functions. The oldest and one of the most useful of the Committees is that 
charged with granting Loans. The amount lent during the year from the 
two Loan Funds was £1,547 to 316 borrowers. The bulk of the loans, 115, 
were for the sum of £5—and 27 for £10. The total sum lent from the General 
Loan Fnnd since its institution has been £16,230, and the losses and expenses 
amount to only four per cent., or HHS. The Chairman of the Committe @ is Mr. 
E. M. Leon, with Messrs. Ernest L. Franklin and Jacques A. Franklin as honorary 
secretaries. 

The Industrial Committee carries on its promising and beneficent work with 
its accustore d ene ry. During the year C816 was paid for appre nticeship fee 8, 
and £49 for sewing machines and tools, During the past year 69 boys have 
been apprenticed as against 84 in 1885. To inercase and improve the arrange- 
ments for the eupervis ion of the appr ntices aA nCW body has bes Mn lately formed 
in connection with the Committee styled, “ Visiting Guardians of Apprentices.” 
An Executive Comittee bas been formed, and closer relations have been estab- 
lished with the Jewish schools, which are now directly represented on the Com 
mittee. The list of trades numbers 68 occupations in which 271 apprentices are 
now cmployed. The great industries are sparsely represented’ The largest 
number {o.)) are cabinet makers, 28 are bootmakers, 19 upholsterers, and 135 
wood-carvers turners, The re iPouly (ne carp nicer, appre ntices attend 
the classes at the Technical College. The Comittee especially record their 
thanks to the honorary solicitor, Mr. Hermann H. Myer. The Chairman is Mr. 
Charles Samuel, and the honorary secretary Mr. Stephen &. Hyatm. 

The Workrooms are the least satisfactory feature of the Board. The balance- 
sheet shows a loss on the year's working of about £370, of which £100 was 
met by a vote from the General Funds of the Poard, and £147 from Sper ial 
donations, The amount would have been more profitably spent in cookery 
classes and in apprenticing girls to various high class occupations. There are 
only 38 girls employed. The conditions under which the Depirtment is con- 
tinued should be seriously reviewed by the Board. 

The reports of the Visiting Committee, of which Mr. FE. M. Leon is Chair- 
man, and Mr. A. M. Sebag, honorary secretary, as well as that of the Investiga 
ting Committee, of which Mr. Maurice Beddington ts chairman, call for no spe- 
cial remarks. 

Tbe Emigration Committee assisted 200 cases (repri senting 469 souls), of 
whom 184 were sent to America, 15 to Australia, and 1 to the Uape, at a total 
cost of £1,647, towards which the emigrants themselves contributed £727. 
During a recent visit: to America, Mr. B Rosenfeld had an interview with the 
Secretary of the United Hebrew Charities of New York, and “ ascertained that 
it was avery rare occurrence indeed for any application to be made to the 
Charity by a person who had been assisted to emigrate by the London Jewish 
Board of Guardians.” This useful Committee is presided over by Mr. A. Rosen- 
feld, and the secretarial werk is undertaken by Mr. Henry Peartree. 

The Mansion House and Jewish Board of Guardians Conjoint Committee re- 
port that 55 new cases of Russian refugees were assisted during last year, and 
only 38 cases (comprising 159 individuals) among a total of about 500 indivi- 
duals settled here prior to 884.) Mr. BE. M. Leon acts also as Chairman of this 
Conimittce, and Mr. Lionel L. Alexander, the active and zealous honorary seere- 
tary of the Board, acts in a similar capacity to this special committee. : 

The Ladies’ Conjoint Visiting Committee has now been in existence one 
year, and has clearly proved its necessity and usefulness, It numbers 44 mem- 
bers, of whom 12 undertake the visiting at hospitals, asyluins and workhouses. 
Stall gifts of nourishment and clothing are distributed by the Visitors who pre- 
vail on the Visite d to work and to lee ep thie ir house 8 clean tween 
Wand 50 women reecive work from the Committee.

THE COLONISATION OF PALESTINE. 

In accordance with the resolution passed at a meeting held on the 25th of 
December last, when a Society was formed in London to co-operate with the 
Russian Society ‘‘ Lemazkeret Moshe,” for the colonisation of Palestine, a general 
meeting of the members was held on Sunday last, at the residence of Mr. Chas. 
Wollrauch, 14, Great Alie Street, Goodman’s Fields, for the purpose of definitely 
constituting the Society. 

Mr. Evtis presided, and among those present were the Revs. B. H. 
Ascher, M. Hast, leenbers (of Bristol), J. Kohn-Zedek, and B. Spiers, and Mr. C. 
W ollrauch. 

The Rev. J, Koun-Zenek, who at the previous meeting had been requested 
to act as Hebrew Correspondent, read to the. meeting several letters which had 
been received from Russia and Poland, and which gave reassuring news of the 
prospects of the movement initiated at Kattowitz for the commemoration of the 
name of Sir Moses Montefiore by the promotion of the Jewish colonisation of 
the Holy Land. 

The Provisional Cominittee having concluded its labours, the organisation 


of the London Society was completed by the election of honorary officers and a 


Committee, as follow: President, Mr. E. Berg ; Vice-President, Mr. Charles 
Wollrauch ; Treasurer, Mr. Samuel Montagna ; Tlonorary Seerctary, Mr. Joseph 
sore (ait whose office, 32, Jewry Street, Aldgate, the business of the Society 
will be conducted) ; Hebrew Correspondents, Rev. J. Kohn-Zedek and Mr. J.

Before the meeting separated, a letter was read from the Rev. H. Burman, 
of Liverpool, intimating that he was forming a local branch of the Society in 
that city.

RhouMANIA,——The Rabbi of the Jewish community at Bacau was lately shot at 
whilst looking out of a window, Happily the bullet missed its mark. The Rabbi 
at once brought the matter to the notice of the authorities, but no attempts have 
been made to effect the arrest and punishment of the would-be assassin. 

THE SHBECHIFA QUESTION IN SWITZERLAND,—In the last part of the maga- 
zine published by the Jurists’ Association at Berne, Dr. Stooss, Professor of Criminal 
Law at the University in that city, discusses, from a legal point of view, the judg- 
ment of the Tribunal at Langenthal, convicting two Jewish slaughterers for killing 
animals according to Jewish rites, Professor Stooss disagrees with this judgment, 
on the ground that it has not been proved that the Jewish method of slaughtering 
causes a more than necessarily painful death, He characterises the condemnation of 
the Shechi‘a, after having been unchallenged during the forty years that the law 
for the prevention of cruelty to animals has been in operation, as a measure which 
in a high degree violates the rights of conscience, 

A ConTrRAst,-—Lsrt year a number of innocent Jews for many menths suffered 
mental agony, and in some instances bodily torture, owing to the charge brought 
against them of having killed a Christian girl for ritual purposes, The Gazefta 
Litteraria, of Tarin, publishes a document showing how differently a similar accu- 
sation was dealt with nearly five centuries ago, when civilisation had not yet spread 
as it has now. In the year 1302 the Jew Avelino, and the Christian Jaques Aqua- 
bello, were accused, the former of murdering Christian children in reveral villages 
in Savoy, the latter of having stolen the children and sold them tothe Jew The 


feqopaninen spread throughout the Province, and the position of the Jews threatened 


to become most precarious ; but the judges at Chambery who tried the prisoners 
declared that the Mosaic law forbad the use of blood, and, moreover, tuat for the 
celebration of Passover no blood was necessary, They stigmatised the accusation 
as a calumny, the fruits of jealousy and envy.

JEWISH LITERARY GLEANINGS, 


THE JERUSALEM TALMUD. 


The Jerusalem Talmud, called also the Palestinian Talmud or the Talmud of 
the West, has always been — neglected by the Rabbinical school of old and 
recent dates, than the Babylonian Talmud. Although the former was finished 
about a century before the latter, _ use ha ‘been tnade of the 
by the Babylonian schools. as it out of jealousy or did the sabylonian rabbis 
dislike the Palestinian dialectical method ? We cannot decide, Certain it is, as 
the late Dr. Z. Frankel stated in his unsurpissable work in Hebrew “ The Intro- 
duction to the Jerusalem Talmud,” that the epoch of the composition of this 
Talmud was so disturbed a time, that there could not be leisure enough for 
putting the various chapters into a complete order and more espectally for study- 
ing minutely the meaning of the t 


Jerusalem Talmud 


0 short sayings left by the doctors and their 
disciples in um omnhe monical style. 1 hye ré fore, we cannot wonde r that there is no 


strict logical arrangement in the Jerusalem Talmud, and that we cannot compre- 
hend in many instances the short words of the Palestinian rabbis. Besides. the 
language of this Talmud is not always so easy as that of the BabyJonian. And 
even with respect to the latter, had we not the fortune of poss essine the com- 
mentary of Rashi (Solomon of Troyes), we should move upon a terra incognita. 
The Jerusalem Talmud, as it lies before us in print, is based upon the unique 
manuscript of Leyden, in which, as Dr. Frankel said with great reason, the 
scribes in various places omitted, added or changed one or more words by which 
the sense 1s completely altered. Very often they nade. confusion sot ween 
letters, for instance guttural letters which were not distinctly pronounced in 
Galilee, ps for 77, by which a negative sentence becomes positive and vice versa. 
They even omitted lines by jumping from a word found in one line to the same 
when found in another two or three lines, or they intercalated marginal correc- 
tions in the wrong place ; and in the last case, they often put marginal glosses 
in the text. In quoting the names of authorities, there is the utmost confusion 
in the Jerusaletn Talmud. The schools, however, have not remedied these defects, 
as has been done for the Babylonian Talwud, for the simple reason that the 
Jerusalem Talmud néver gained the same authority as the other Talmud. In 
fact, neither Aha of Shabaha in his Shee/fot, nor Yehudai Gaon and Simeon of 
Kayyar in their Halakhot, base their decisions on the jerusalem Talmud. The 
first Gaon who mentions this Talmud is R. Saadyah, and even his attention. as it 
seems, Was only drawn to this work by the Karaite Sulmon, son of Yeraham. 
: Later on neither the rabbis in Spain or in France troubled themselves much about 
the Palestinian Talmud, for no early commentary by any one of them on it is 
known or mentioned ; only now and then we find, accidentally, passages 
explained in the casuistical writings of the Spanish and French schools. The 
first commentary known on the Jerusalem Talmud is by ae anonymous author 
and appeared as late as the year 5569—1500. What I have mentioned above 
concerning the incorrections of the Jerusalem Talmud, and which I havé also 
gathered from Dr. Frankel’s excellent introduction, had been already said by the 
authors of the Tossafot ; indeed, the famous Solomon ben Adret (this word has to 
be pronounced so, and not, as usually, Adderet) said: “ Thou knowest that the 
Jerusalem Talmud abounds in incorrect readings, and the reason of it is the 
little attention paid to it by students, for oaly one in a generation takes it up.” 

Is it, then, to be wondered at that no bond fide scholar would venture to 
translate a chapter of this Talmud without hesitation? M. Schwab, however, 

“began and continues with a light heart his french translation of this difficult work 
and has reached now the third Seder of which the tractate Yebamot has just 
appeared. How can it be explained that he, who has never shown that he is 
simply capable of translating a single line of pure Hebrew, should pluck up the 
courage to interpret the Jerusalem Talmud composed in the Galilean dialect, for 
the lexicography of which go little help at present exists ? 
nor Dr, Jacob Levy in their exellent Taluiudica! lexicons inc: rpor ited much of 
the Jerusalem Talmud, nor are the more or less recent commentarics from Joshua 
Benvenisti (about 1600) down to the Zitomir edition (1860) to 1867) of great 
lielp for the critical understanding of it. And M. Schwab seems to follow the 
commentaries of Zitomir without always understanding them, as can be proved 
in humerous instances if it were worth while proving it. Did M, Schwal ever 
dream that the Talmud. embracing such a varicty of subjects, would require 4 
variety of translatora and interpretators ? There are historical facts, mytho 
logical statements, geographical items, saying - teaching of natural se 
‘mathematics and astronomy, and many subjects more, which mike it impossib!. 
for one man to undertake such a translation And on that growod Tm ty mention 
that men, like the late Solomon Munk, Joseph Derenbourg and others, refused to 
undertake a translation of the Talmud, the expense of which would have been 
entirely defrayed or at least largely subventioned by the French Institute. Dut 
What is a Munk, a Derenbourg, both members of the Institute, compared to the 
author of a little history of the Jews, which is full of blunders, and wherein he 
showed that he is not even capable of pillaging properly from Jost and Cracts ? 
I shall not mention his other Writings, Which are indeed numerous, but which | 
had rather pass by in silence. How difficult it is to know what you do not know, 
of which the Hebrew provero says yoy yoy yoy!) And without knowing 
difficulties, everything can be undertaken with a light heart. 

This reminds me of my old friend, Leopold Dukes, whose name is so familiar 
to many of the early readers of tne Chron‘c/e, and for whose maintenance the rich 
London congregation could not find a couple of hundred pounds yearly. For had 
Dukes done for another literary branch what he has done for Hebrew literature, 
and that out of English libraries, lie would have no doubt received a Government 
erant. Having been remonstrated with by a clergyman-friend, after the 
“Ppearance of Deutsch’s article “ What is the Talmud?” saying, ‘did I not 
advise you long ago to write such an article and you would have now been thie 
Host popular man in England,” Dukes simply replied, * my dear friend, I kaow too 


especially now when so much is constantly spoken of the Talmud,

much of the Talmud and was, therefore, unfit to comply with your good advice.”’ 


Now, neither M. Schwab nor Dr. Wiinsche, for their translations of the Jernsalem 


Talmud and the Midrashim, nor the anonymous. translators of the Babylon Tal- 


mud, will earn much glory by their work ; it is a mere money speculation, more 


OF course I 
cannot blame publishers for such undertakings, that is their business, but I may 
urge my brethren not to give material help to such usless worl For | defy 
Any si rious scho! uw who h is tor fer to Talmudic literature to do it from these 
translations without recurring to the orivinals ; the best translitions indeed are 
unintelligible at least for halukhic matter. I hear that M. Schwab speculates 
upon an Loglish translation of his bad French ; may he be successful an] join 
the glory of the late Bishop Barclay and a Mr, Hershon e tutti quenti, but let 
the Jews m ike a point of it not to subseribe to charlatanism, for that is called in 
the praver cf Neilah m3. What scholars think of M. Schwab's 
translation can be seen from M. J. Derenbourg'’sarticle ia the Revue Critique on 
the first volume. 

Other scholars have passed with silence this ignorant production. Much as 
Talmud students must regret the loss of the Jerusalem Talmud on Qodashim, 


which Maimonides seems to have known, and on Torohot, which, according to 
some far-sighted critics did also once exist, they will be in some way consoled 
with the idea that these pirts at least will not be riven up to devecration in'M 
Schwab's ‘translation. 

But ehough of M. Schwab. 


Let me mention one important fact concerning 
the Jerusalem Taloud. 


The late Dr. Frankel, in his enumeration of the list of 
commentators to this work, mentions the statement of Azulai to the fact that he 
siw in Jerusalem a commentary on the Jerusalem Talmud viz. on Zeraine and 
She by Svlomon Sirillo 


this commentary is already mentioned by Joshua 
Benvenisti. 


The manuscript of this commentary, with the text, has been dis- 
covered by the anthor of the * Eben Saphir,” and sent to his son-in-law, R. Jehiel 
Brill, editor of the defunct Libanon, to Mayence. Only a small part of it has been 
brought out by Dr. Lelimann, the editor of the Zsrue/it, and the rest is awaiting 
a mecenas. KR. J. Brill, as wellas the MS., is now in London. Will there be 
our rich coreligionists who would like to iaumortalise his name by the 
publication of this important ‘and unique work ?— FE hope that it will be done,

The abnormally low rates charved by the Steamship Conpanies, combined 


with an unusually mild winter, bave served to stimulate Jewish Emigration 
to America, which even the extreme industrial depression in the United 
Mates has not checked. But the flood of tlfe migration from. Europe te 
America will not reach high tide until after Passover. The interval will 
‘ford an excellent opportunity for that calm and thorough study of the 
Jewish aspect of the emigration question which it fails to command while 
the process of emigration is in active operation. It cannot be said that the 
subject does not need attention.

W ith the dawn of better days for our Russian brethren, the acute Stage 
of the emigration movement passed away.

onger. Our American brethren are benevolent and long-suffering ; they are 


-nferior to none of their coreligionists in the strength of their Jewish sympa 
shies. But there must necessarily be a point at which even the good nature 
and the Kindly feeling of American Jews are powerle s to withstand the 
train to which they are subjected, And even if Transatlantic Jewish com 
munities were willing to go on receiving cargoes. of refugees ad wifiattuin, 
hey would certainly not be able to make that peenniary endowment in each 
case of pauperism which is necessary to ensure its admission into the country. 
The problem resolves itself into a financial one. If the United States are 
still to offer a home to the Jewish emigrant he must receive more liberal 
pecuniary help in Europe. Any shortcomings in tliis respect are not charg?- 
able on English Jews. They have given generous assistance in raising funils 
for emigration ; and what is of still greater importance, they have granted 
an asylum to a goodly number of the emigrants, The rapid increase of the 
foreign Jewish population of London during the last two’ or three years Is # 
conclusive proof of the truth of the latter statement. A like recognition of 
Jewish duty has heen shown by our French coreligionists. Onthe other hand, 
there are Jewish communities, like some in Gerinany, which have been singa- 
larly unmindful of their obligation in this regard, As we have re ently pointed 
out, our brethren in Germany have been active enough in passing on the em1- 
grant, but beyond that they have done comparatively little. They have absorbed 
none of the Russian refugees, nor has their contribution towards the expense 
of their emigration been commensurate with their numbers or their 
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wealth. In the latter respect, humiliating as the fact may he, they might 
take a lesson from their Polish brethren who, relative to their pecuniary 
resources, have done more for the relief of the Jewish emigrant, than the 
Jews of Germany. The latter have alw ays been the last to respond to inter- 
national appeals on behalf of the suffering Israelite ; for some reason not 
easily to be defined their racial sympathies have ever shown themselves the 
feeblest among those of European Jews. 

The distinction is not an enviable one. Our German brethren would do well 
to imitate that realy assumption of the responsibilities springing from 4h wish 
brotherhood which characterizes the Jew of England, of France, and of the 
United States, They can gain no eredit even with the most inveterate Jew- 
haiter hy a hesitation to rive practical recognition to the idea of Jewish 
solidarity. It is time that they set about earnestly fulfilling the duties which 
they owe to this emigration-question, An opportunity might readily be 
afforded them. We have suggested before, and we repeat the suggestion, 
that the difheulties of the emigrationu-problem might be overcome hy the 
establishment of a fund to be maintained by the various communities olf 
Jews throughout the world. The fuad would supply the amount necessary 
for settling poor emigrants in the United States and elsewhere, and it would 
pointedly appeal to the Jewish feeling of such communities as those of 
Germany which have hitherto done but little for the cause which it would be 
desigened to promote, It would, moreover, distribute the burden equitably 
among all Jews, instead of its being, as hitherto, laid upon only a few. The 
anomaly of what is really a Jewish question being regarded in practice as 
solely an Anglo-Jewish, or a Franco-Jewish question, would disappear.

THE JEWS OF MOROCCO. 


— 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. ] 
TANGIER, JAN, 25, 1885, 


The French ironclad * Devastation " has made its appearance in our bay, her 

mission being to conduct the French Minister-Plenipotentiary to his new post at 

Bucharest. However pleasant it may be for some of his diplomatic colleagues to 

see themeelves rid of a man whose sole aim was to force the government 

of this country to adopt an«quitable system of administration in spite of their de- 

sire to keep it perpetually in the dark, it’ will be owned that M. Ordega will be 
much regretted by the whole population, and more particularly by a large number 
of Jews who through commercial intercourse with French and Algerian subjects 

have had recourse to him, and were at all times treated with that fairness which as 
a rule Jews seldom expect at the hands of most other foreign representatives in 
this country. 

In a private conversation with a friend respecting the case of the Demnat Jews: 
M. Ordeva made nse of the following language : “If | have not taken a more 

active part in the defence of these unfortunates, it is because my slightest action is 
ro closely watched by my jealous colleagues and misinterpreted, that it would have 
been impolitic for me to have moved without direct instractions from my Govern- 
ment ; but you may rest assured that the Demnat Jews, and Morocco generally, 
will have no better defender than myself as soon as I shall be untrammelled by the 
re-erve Lam obliged ‘o keep in my present capacity. In my new post I shall no 
doubt have greater scope for action. The Roumanfan Jews represent a very large 
community whose condition generally speaking is none of the best. TaenI shall 
have greater fréelom of action, and my sympathies for the Jews will be put tothe 
test. Originally descended from a Polish family, the son of a great republican, I 
have imbibed from infancy that feeling of resentment against all oppressors which 
can only be equalled by my solicitude forthe oppressed without distinction of race 
or creed,” 

At the same time M. Ordega promised to interest his successor in the Jews 
of this country. and was pleased to hear of the deputation that waited on M. Feraud 
in Paris. 

If the proverb “no news, good news," is to. be trasted, matters at Demnat 
must be assuming a less serious aspect, For some time no fresh news has reached 
us, and. we try to make the unfortunate here tranquil onthe subject of those 
they left behind. Their anxiety may well be great, when the last reports were 
the imprisonment of a large number, and the dispersion of the others. The Dele- 
gates at Fez are now safe in a sanctuary. Meanwhile, Colonel Matthews, the United 
States Representative, whois indefatigable in his efforts, purposes to ask the Sultan 
to send two trustworthy men to accompany two others whom Colonel Matthews in- 
tends to send to Demnat for the purpose of making a thorough iavestigation, and 
whose report must be acted upon. Strong letters have been tosent the Moorish 
Court by the English and Italian Representatives at the request of their Govern- 
ments, and even the Spanish Minister, who ever adoptel the non-intervention 
policy where Jews wereconcerned, has deviated from itand has written a warning 
letter to the Sultan as to the probable consequences of the continuance of these 
outrages. 

During the past few days the Tangier Jews have shown themselves worthy of 
the sympathies of all civilised nations. Their contributions towards the funds 
raised for the disasters in Andalusia have been most liberal, while the three Jewish 
members of the Committee have been indefatigable in their werk, One of the most 
pleasing features throughout has been the assistance of our coreligionists in all 
the work done. After the general collection, a sale of tickets for private theatrical 
performances followed, and Miss Ettie Cohen was one of the most active in selling 
tickets and soliciting objects for a bazaar to follow. 

On Wednesday and Thursday last the juveniles gave their performance, and 
Mies Cohen.a child of 12, born in England, gained much applause for her perform- 
ance in the Spanish lasguage. At the bazaar which was opened to-day by His 
Excellency the Spanish Minister and Mad, Diosdado, the two first stalls were occupied 
by this ladyand Mrs. L, A Cohen, whose «uecess in the sale proved beyond the best 
expectations. Spain has once more hal proo’s that if she has forgotten the Jews 
she exp?lled under Ferdinand and Isabella, the Jewa at least never forget what they 
owe to the land where their forefathers shone in-their greatest glory 

It is ramoured that many influential Jews of Morocco, as well as communal 
repre-entatives, are writing to the Jewish Board of Delegates in America to use their 
influeace sothat Colonel Matthews may be retained at his post here notwithstanding 


the chance of government.

Tn the Jewish Chron'cie of the 26th of December last we briefly referred to a 
highly suggestive and interesting article by Dr. Maurice Divis in the Santorg 
Reeor?, We are now enabled by the courtesy of the Editor to republish th: 
article with some additions : 


The friends of knowledge are eager in their desire to spread education in all 
directions, but many fear that teaching is being pushed too fiercely ; for compulsory 
education, however excellent, may be purchased at too high a price, as the brain 
cannot work in a chilled and starving body, any more than seeds can grow ina frozen 
anc wasted soil. Dr. Crichton Browne,in his elaborate ond learned report, trac: s 
the stationary death-rate from cerebral diseases during the educational period of 
life (whilst there is a great reduction in all other diseases’, to the fatal effect of over- 
pressure in elementary schools, The Reyistrar-General eeerms to hy ar witness in 
favour of that view; be says: “ But inasmuch as school work, if it be injurious to 
health, would probably be so by affecting the brain, and genera ly the nervous ays 
tem, it would be well to split up these death-rates from causes other than zymotic, 


into death-rates from diseases of the nervous system, and death-rates from 
other causes. When this is done we find that the entire fall was 
‘ine to diminished mortality from other causes, The rate from these fell from 


to 25 per 1,000, whereas the eceath-rate from nervous affections remained uraf.- 
fected. Indeed. if a second place of decimals were taken, it would appear that 
rervous diseases had slightly—very slight'y—inereased. It would appear, there fire, 
that while the mortality of children trom all causes, and from zymotic causes, has 
considerably diminished, their mortality from diseases of the nervous system has 
exceptionally remained stationary. The geceral improvement has not affected this 
class of di eises, 

Dr. Crichton Browne then charges the system followed in clementaty schools 
with largely contributing to the dangers which surround the hea th of the pupils, 
and suppor’s his charge upon the fact that he finds 161 per cent. of the children 
urder the care of the School Board suffering from head-ache. He does not however 
ttop here, but speaks bitterly and loudly in the cvuse of teachers, and pleads: “ We 
seem to have devised a process admirably caleu'ated for blanting their intellects, 
and whetting their nerves at one and the same time, for making them at once more 
stupid and more morbid ; and it is impossible to contemplate without anxiety what 
the effects of this process will ba if it be not modified without delsy ... . Irrita- 
bility and feebleness always follow closely in the steps of disorders of the nervous 
system, and no greater misfortune could befall the country than to have a race of 
neurotic teachers.” These gfave warnings, pronounced in so earnest a tone, suggested 
as likely to be instructive an inquiry into the relative prevalence of headaches in a 
s hool of similar rank, where more time is expended in study and more work done 
ly children younger than those of the general Board Schools. An opportunity for 
such an inquiry is presented by the Jews’ Free School, Bell Lane, Spitalfields, which 
educates over 3.200 children Thia school, which is, we believe, at the present time 
tle largest in the world, was founded in 1517. The house hes lately been partial y 
rebuilt at an expense of £20,000, Glazed tiles are freely used: there is anabundaut 
water supply, and the drains are flashed many times a day by attendants engaged 
for that purpose. The rooms, we | lighted and veatilated, are, as well as the steps 
and passages, swept twic+ a day and scrubbed and washed tyvice a week. This 
school has never been vi-ited by an epidemic The workiog hours are the same as 
those of the Board Schools, except that work is continue! from nine to one, instead 
_ of from nine to twelve, in erder that there may be time for au additional subject— 

Hebrew. Ninety per cent. of the pupils are either foreigners, or the children of 
foreigners who, brought up to apesk the language of theie parents, find English 
nitogether strange tothem. Yet they have to work in the language of tre country 
without any special instruction in Envlish, which they pick up as wellas they can, 
aud in twenty-two weeks they are prosented, according to regulations, transformed 
inte British boys and girls, to pas+ their examination inthe First Standard. Work 
proceeds regula ly and s’eadily, and no spart isever put on in anticipationof exam- 
inations, Onone evening in the week au extra singing class meets for the purposeof 
training boys to take partin thesynagogue choirs. There is aleoa Sabbath schol every 
- Saturday (at which there is an ave rave attencance of 500 children ), besides the two 
hours on Sunday for religious instruction, About 5 per cent. of ihe children are 
“kept in” fora time, varying from tifteen to thirty minutes, for neglecting * home 
lessons, but never withont their dineers, The home lessons are rot as well done 
as they formerly were, but there i4 little to complain of on this head. The time 
required for their preparation is «estimated to be from half-an-hour to‘an hour anda 
half. There is a vlayground with apparatus for gyinastic exercia-s, but as it was 
calculated for 600, and is now used by some 2,000 boys, it is too small for many of 
the exercises, and ns accidents from kicks sometimes arose, it was thonght right to 
remove some of the appliances, From December to March those of the children 
who are willing to accept it, are supplied by a benevolent friend of the institution 
with a purposely simple breakfast iu the shape of a cup of milk end a hunk of. dry 
hreal. Abouta tenth of the boys, chiefly of the lower stand rds, enjoy this boon ; 
but those ip the higher grades. influenced by a feeling of indepeudence, elect to 


“suffer ard be strong.” The kitchen arrange ents and ample space 
ov the girls’ side enable the anthorities to have the milk boiled, 
and so offer a warmer welcome in every respect; the invitation is 


therefore accepted in somewhat larger numbers. Clothing and b- ots are viven to 
both the boys and girls by a generous family who have long befriended-the schools, 
and we are assure | by M Ange}, the tlead M 14ter, that durine The? ¢€ \pertence 
of forty-five years, only one instance of abuse has ever bee: detected. In. the im- 
mediate neighbourh od of the school penny dinners are offe-ed to the children 
throughout the year by another institution ; 120 children are accustomed to attend. 
i pay the penny, the other 60 have their dinners free ; of these 120, 110 are pupils 
of the Pree School, These important privileges meet only iu a slight degree the 
pangs of poverty from which the children snffer much. Mr. L. B. Abrahams, the 
vice-master, informed us that many of the boys employ the intervals in the school- 
work to exercise some trade for the general wants of the family. that they get very 
little food daring the day, bnt have to wait until night for t’e principal meal, which 
is largeor small in proportion to the earnings of the day. In order to prove that 
no condition of affluence can be claimed for these boys, ashow of hauds was asked 
from those who had come to school without breakfast, when twenty-six bors res- 
ponded in a class of forty-two in a high standard.

trained many well-known preachers and mivisters of congregations, as well ag 
teachers and head masters of other schools, M-, Mandella, in his eperch at the 
festival dinner of this institution in May, is reported by the Jewish Chronicle to 
have raid: “I find that la-t year the average percentage of attendance and the 
numberon the regis‘er in England and Wa es was 73 per cent, the average in the 
London Board School was 7% per cent, and the average last year in the school at 
Bell Lane was 89; percen*., and I understand at the present moment the average 
daily attendance is 95 per cent. I take the average days in England and Wales and 

find them to be 82 per cent, in the London Board Schools 88, and in Bell Lane 0s 


percent, The average earnings in the shape of grant last year in Eugland and 


Wales was 164 in the London Board School 17s. 2hd., and the 
Jews’ Free School 183. 7d. ; buat that applies to the year 1583. In 
ISSt the grant of the Free School was £1 Os, Sd. per head, the largest 


ever attained. ° Thrift is encouraged amongst the pupils, A savings bank WAS @4 
tablished nearly thirty years ago. Deposita may be paid once a week, and are re 
turnable twice a year with the interest of 10 per cent. per annum ; 22 per o nt. 
being paid by the Moorfields Bank, at which the deposits are lodged, aod the re- 
mainder is supplemented by a veneficent friend, whosa molesty, equal t> his gene- 
rosity, forbidsthe publication ofhismame Seven hundred and fifty out 02 2,00) bors 
have been depositors this half year, Interest is not paid on a larger sum than £2,000 
in one year, as the vice-master (the volunteer manager) finds this amount involves 
as much labouras his scanty leisure can sccomplish. Moreover, the obje:t is to en- 
courage thrift in the poor, not the hoarding up of money by the comparatively well- 
todo, Mis Lipman, the head mistress, conductsa similar undertaking on the girls’ 
side, 

On approaching the classes we were careful todirect thatany pupil suffering 
from headache from any cause whatever should hold up his hand. In order to test 
the intelligence and good faith of the children, the question was sometimes put con- 
versely : * Let him who never suffers from headache h» 14 up his hand.” There was often a 
slight variation ; but the original candidates were each’ called out, snd separately 
questioned with a view to test his grounds for complaint, and to elicit his opinion 
of its cause, Thirty per cent, were troubled only “ occasional!y,"’ during “ holidays,” 
‘only in snemm:«r,” from “ eating,” “seldom,” “ once or twice a month,” “ before 
breakfast,”’ “ bad health,” carrying weights ;" still these are included in the re- 
turn. as the children failed to understand the force of the word habitual.” About 
> per cent. suffered on specia! days: “Saturdays when at home siting by the fire” 
(it was elicited that the fire was of coke) ; “ Friday "(being a busy day at home 
they are often away from school) ; “running errands,” and“ carrying weights.” or 
because boysinthe playground knock them about (the hours at school on Friday 
being from % to 2.30, with fifteen minutes’ interval in the playground) ; on “ Sunday, 
from sitting before the fire,’ used for warmth in winter, and c oking in the summer. 
Some had headache two or three times a week, some daily, the majority suffered 
most in the evening, many could not assign a canse, but a fruitful vein was acci- 
dentally struck when we had passed through the 7th, 6th, 5th. and a portion of the 
ith Standards. One boy said he got his headache at the cheder, This isa reem in 
which dozens of boys assemble to etudy the Talmud and other works,. The noise 
is very great, sndthe room being generally hot, crowded, small, and ill-ventilated, 
the atmosphere is most oppressive. The Jewish authorities have had their attention 
directed totbecondition of these chedarim, and are making efforts to alleviate the 
evils, A large percentage of the wholeschool att-ndth+chedirim and of those suffering 
from headache in the classes examined after learning the existence of these establish- 
men‘s, 45 per cent. were foand to frequent them. Some boys went at 6 ar, until 
school-time,and again in the eventing until 10 p.m, Others of tender age spent 
from half-an-hour to three hours in the evening at these crowded place, The learned 
fathers of th se boys are not satistied with the amount of Heorew knowledge that 
is a quired in the additional hour a day at the Free School, and therefore have re- 
course to the cleder, or otherwise themselves nndertake the duty of teaching. An 
example has been given us of a boy who, during the midday interval ot school, read 
daily with his father who, although eugaged in the minute work of watchmaking 
was ye" able at the ssme time t>superintend the Hebrew studies of his son ; thus 
uniting, as of o'd, handicraft with learning. and inculcating a respect for labour 
euch as prevailed when a newly electel president of the Sanhedrin was found black 
from the fumes of charcoal burning. Mr. Angel informed us that many boys enter 
this school with a good knowledge of Hebrew, and an extensive acquaintance with 
the Talmud and kindred works, bat perfectly ignorant of secular learning The 
groove im which their minds had travelled was so unlike that struck out 
by Western teachers, that it did not necessarily lead to the rapid acquisition of 
knowledge Cemanded by the ins; ectors of the School Board, but that every now and 
then boys so trained shot with great rapidity far ahead of their fellows, Scarcely 
a toy wonld allow that school work was the cause of the headache. . We then pro- 
ceeded to the girls’ side avd questioned those who claimed to have headache in the 
same manneras we didin the case of the boys. The girls in considerable numbers, 
unlike the boys, did not hesitate to give as one of the canses—-* Lessons ; “ others 
charged “ nursing the baby,” ear-ache,” “tooth-ache,’’ summer,” “ late hours,”’ 
“carly rising,” “ singing class on Tuesday,” * hotness of the room at home.” 

Amongst these, those who suffered headache rarely, say once or twice a month, 
attrivuted to falls and indigestion, amount to a’ out 14 per cent. ; exertion at home, 
rough play, 3 ; heat of room at home from coke fire, 10 ; lessons, bad light reading, 
bad sight, 14 ; noise from sewing machines at home, noise of children in the house, 
or in the play ground oa Fridays, 18, 

Many could not suggest any cause, When asked what they meant by “lessons,” 
whether they considered the daily work of the school had produced their headahes, © 
they replied “no,” ‘the lessons done at home,” either because the light was bad or 
the room too hot, or the screaming of the children, or noise from sewing machines 
too great—-circumstances under which very few persons would delight to study. 
This inquiry amongst the girls, and amongst the boys also, tends to show that a 
large proportion of the headaches in this school is attributable not to head-work 
performed in school, but to that pursued under the most unfavourable circumstances 
at home. Notwithstanding that the children recognised this position, they all 
clearly protested against the abolition of the “ home lessons.’ No effort to escap? 
work 1s observed iu the case of the girls. Indeed, a characteristic example of the 
brain “that never tires has just ben reported tous, <A little girl of 11 years, 
most simple and unaffect d in her bearing, occupies her evenings in “ coaching " 
some few shcool fellows in their home léssons. Our examination 
terminated with the Secon Standard, becaus the children in the Firs: Standard 
are not only very young but unaole to understand the questions. In reference to 
this state of things Mr. Mundella is reported to have said (Jemrish Chronicle): “I 
saw two Polish boys of 7 ands years of age, whose names could only be aacertained 
by the assistaace of Mr. Abrahams in a variety of languages and patois. It is mar- 
vellous that the Jews’ Free’ School shoul! hare accomplished so much with the 
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materials it is supplied with as compared with othe schools.” W

Amongst these 4 are university graduates, two of whom are working for a higher 
degree, tare undergraduates working fora degree, 9 are preparing for matriculation 
and many others are working for Government certificates, During the last 22 
months there have been 27 absentees for 117 days, only 38 of which days could he, 
directly or indirect!y, traced to illness caused by school work. There are 35 teachers 
and pupi! teachers on the girls’ side, who, with three exceptions, have been pupils ; 
the period of service varies from 3° years to 8 months ; average for each person 7 
years, The extra daily work for Government certificates and other purposes ranges 
from 2 to 5} hours. In addition to this extra work. many volunteer to teach in the 
Sabbath school held in these rooms ; all the teachers are provided with seats, 

Of the teachers on the girls’ s'de, | have headache frequently ; 11 have h adache 
rarely—-17 ; quite free from headache |s ; to al, 35, ; 

The staff is subject to alterations ; some leave to improve their position ; the 
ladies have a double inducement to change, not only to advance in their profes- 
sional sphere, but in many cases to marry. The instances of teachers leaving from 
ill-health, or disinclination for the work, are very few. Three left from 25 to 30 
years ago in coasequence of conyamoption, from which they diel soon afterwards; 


one was drowned 19 years ago ; about the same time another died of typhoid fever ; 


one from erysipelas 14 years ago; one from ‘fever’: one left from ill-health not 
finding the occupation suitable ; and one this year from a dislike to teaching. One 
young lady, after 18 months’ ex perience, abardoned ordinary teaching in consequence 
of frequently recurring headaches ; she exchanged into another department, and 
now conducts the singing and needlework classes, quite free from her ancient’ foe, 
Although there be not the strictest analogy between the two classes, the one. being 
pupil teachers and the other pupil teachers and teachers, there may be some point in 
comparing the percentage of headaches among pupil teachers generally and that pre- 
sented by the mixed staff of the Jews’ Free School. We extract only the total 
percentages from Dr. Chrichton Browne's jiible, showing prevalence of headache 
amongst the pupil teachers,

A higher standard reached at an earlier age. 
The majority of these children come from Russia and Russian Poland, where their 
parents have heen subjectod to oppression and violence : prohibited from following 
high-class trades, and abused for adopting those which alone are open to them ; 
treated with contumely for neglecting intellectual pursuits, and robbed and mur- 
dered, as we have recently seen, because their mental superiority casts into shadow 
that of their neighbour, and because their thrift and industry and temperance 
enable them to distance him, Does this struggle, instead of blunting and fatiguing 
with terror the ever-watchful brain, sharpen it into permanent energy and strength, 
in devising means for evading the fangs of the destroyer! For however hot the 
pursuit, they still cultivate learning, not always of the hard mother-conntry. but 
the long-prized lore of their fathers, who teach “through knowledge the jnst shall 
be delivered '"—“ A scholar is greater than a prophet ""—“ You shall revere the 
teacher even more than your father ; the latter brought you into thie world ; the 
former indicates the way to the next. But bleszed is the son who has learned from 
his father, he shall revere him’both as his father, and his master, and blessed is the 
father who has instructed his son.” Has this mental striving during centuries 
created a power to transmit a special cerebral receptivity to the progeny! or is it 
due to inherited qualities of race? Boudin and others contend for this view, and 
addace strong evidence in its favour, Other observers attribate this brajn power to 
certain habits, and dwell with force on the conspicuous characteristic of temper- 
ance. Whence comes this temperance! This is a question to be reserved for the 
decision of ethnologists. If neither of these be the cause. has the School Board a 
lesson to learn from the Jews’ Free School! If headache is to be regarded as the 
index «f endarance, we will take the boys and ask in-what way are they relieved 
from pressure, Boys at both classes of schools have te live and study with almost 
equal'y scanty food ; they have to learn their home-lessons, and dwell in equally 
crowded, coke-heated, ant otherwise unsanitary rooms, They have cause in all 
probability equally to comp'ain of s rained eyes from deficient light; ani are 
equally harassed by screauiing children and noisy sewieg machines; each a source 
ot great distress even to those who have few or no home-lersons, The only advan- 
tage which the busy boys of the Free School appear to enjoy as against their friends 
of the Board Schools is, that they are never pressed to prepare for examiusation: 
and yet are alwaya ready for them, As a horse allowed to take his owa pace will 
go on almost indefinitely, so a brain not forced beyond ita power will accomplish 
with success ali it is called upon todo. Oar earnest thanks are dune to Mr, Ange}, 
Miss Lipman, Mr Abrahams, and Miss Rebecca Hart, not only for their most valu- 
able help, but for the alacrity with which they rendered it. .

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KAROLINE BAUER’S MEMOIRS. 


Karoline Bauer in her posthamous memoirs makes the following references 
to Jewish society and musicians in Berlin : 


There were at that time, in Berlin, three houses especially which were the 
leaders in matters of music, Zelter, Mendelesohn, and Beer-Meyerbeer, With all 
three of them I have come in friendly contact. 

One musicalevening I have specially cherished in memory which I was _per- 
mitted to spend with the old Master (Zelter) together with Lonis Berger, and Felix 
Mendelssohn, Berger played with his and Zelter’'s most renowned pupil, Felix 
Mendelseohn, a sonata by Beethoven, i quatre mains, and how! I had never heard 
such playing before. The young Mendelssohn. who was still almost a boy, played 
a fantasia on a theme suggested to him by Zelter, with the freshness of spring. 
like the murmuring of streams and the warbling of the lark. 


Felix Mendelssohn was two years younger than I, and, then sixteen years old, 
the most charming. most amiable youth one can imagine, With his beantifal pure 
face, the long hair of dark locks, the good intelligent eyes, and the fresh sweet 
mouth. he might have served asa model fora picture of Benjamin whilst Zelter 
would have made a capital patriarch, Jacob, 

The relations between teacher and pupil were, indeed, quite patriarchal, Zelter 
addressed Felix familiarly by thou and thee, and the latter hang with silent rever- 
ence on the lips of his master, Only at tab'e, when sitting beside me, his natural 
vivacity buret forth, and we were soon busy jesting and laughing, so that Zelter 
nodded to us with a pleasant smile saying, *‘ It is pleasant to see young eyes spark- 
ling like rubies, Pity that at old Zelters house a dance cannot be got up,’’ 

During the following years I often danced with Felix, When a student at the 
Rerlin University he was an exceedingly nice partner, “an accomplished storm 
of wind.” as Rahel calied one of his compositions of that period. 

At the early ace of fifteen, Felix had composed already three operas which 
were pe rformed in the house of the Mendelssohns. On the occasion of the com ple- 
tion of the three act comic opera, “ Der Onkel aus Boston,” Zelter said to him, 
“ Felix till to-day you were my apprentice, now you have worthily accomplished 
your journe yman pie ce, henceforth work for the mastership, And he did become 
a master, althongh not exactly in operatic composition. His tas‘e for operas was 
spoiled in him for ever w hen his new opera “ Die Hochzeit des Kamacho, ” the words 
for which had been written by a son of the Brunswick theatrical director, Klinge- 
mann, at its firs. and last representation in public, in the Berlin playhouse, on the 
°0th April, 1827. was received so coldly, and when the young composer had besides 
experienced all kinds of chicanery from the theatrical world M usic-director- 
General Spontini, treated him and his opera with an aristocratic look of patronage, 
pointed to the dome of the French church at the Gensdarmen Market, and said, 
“Mon ami, il vous fant des ideés grandes comme cette conpole! " 

And yet, when the grandes ideés of the spiteful maestro, and the anvil trom- 
bone, and tamtam noise of his monstrous operas shall have been long forgotten, the 
world will still listen with rapture tothe warm heart felt- tones of Felix Mendelssohn, 

Nor is Saphir quite without blame that Mendelssohn, who was, even then, at 
the age of cighteen, busy writing his immortal overture tothe “ Midsummer Night's 
Dream,’ never again seriously attempted operas, Saphir’s “Sechnellpost brought 
out the most cutting notice of the opera, “ Die Hochzeit des Kamacho,’’ and the 
composcr Zeiter cried angrily, “ Long live genius! To the devil with all criticism,” 

Most charming were the little eencerts which took place every Sunday morning 
in the house of the Mendelssohns, and at which the compositions of Felix were 
mostly played, 

The young-comp ser conducted a small select orchestra ; his highly talented 
sister, Fanny, afterwards the wife of the poetical painter, Hensel, sat at the grand 
piano ; Eduard Devrient sang, and the ¢/te of musical Berlin deemed it an honour 
to make their d¢/uv?¢ in these concerts, For the birthdays of their parents, Felix and 
his brother and sisters, Paul, Fanny, and Rebecca, and the friends of the house 
generally prepared little musical or theatrical surprises, On the occasion of a 
masquerade of that kind, Felix, then seventeen years old, appeared as a Tyrolese, 
and preaented to the other masked persons a little raffle from which they drew 
eweetmeats and verses which he himself had made. 

For the last time I saw Felix Mendelssohn then twenty years old, when he 
conducted in the Sing-Academie on the 11th of March, 1829, Bach’s great Passion 
of St. Matthew which nobody yet had ventured to perform—-not even Zelter—like a 
young demigod, Immediately afterwards he went to England as a fame-crowned 
ywoaest ro, 

When, in May, 1856, I performed in Leipz'g, during a atarring visit, Felix 
Mendelssohn, diree or of the famous Gewandhaus concerts, was sojourning on the 
Rhine and the Main for the purpose of performing his Paulus at Diisseldorf, and 
as destiny Cecreed it, in order to fall in love with the beautiful Cécile Jeanrenaud 
in Frankfort. 

Next to the house of the Mendelssohn's, it was the villa of the Beers in the 
Thiecrgarten, which collected all the musical celebrities in Berlin, and the most 
cclebrated concert and opera performers within its walls, There played Ifummel, 
Moscheles, Kalkbrenner, Spohr, Paganini, There sang Henriette Sontag, Angelica 
Catal»ni, Wilhelmini Schréder-Devrient, Nannette Schechner, Sabine Heinefetter. 
There were heard the first compositions of the son of the house, Giacomo Meyerbeer, 
who was called originally Jacob Beer, but who, already in his boyhood, had had to 
prefix to his own name the name of arich Herr Meyer, whose heir he was, and had 
Italianised his name Jacob to Giacomo, during his long stay in Italy. 

Like a queen Madam Beer was enthroned and ruled in this rich house. She 
was jocularly called “ Die Konigin Mutter ” (the queen-mother), and she did indeed 
practice a royal hospitality and munificence. 

The most interesting person in this house for me was young Michael Beer, the 
noble and amiable author of ‘‘ Paria '’—~a tragedy in one act, which under the 
emblem of an Indian paria protested against the even then very popular “ Hep, 
Hep!’ and for a worthy p'ace for Judaism—and of “ Strauenzee,” for which 
Meyerbeer, the trother of the author, wrote the music. I played with acceptance 
in the tragedy in Drescen, when the young poet was long gone. Michael Beer was 
as true a devotee of poesy as any poet ever was, The family of Meyerbeer I met 
again in Paris in 1829, and afterwards during the coronation festivities of the 
Emperor Ferdinand in Prague. 

Of the virtuosi who passed through Berlin, I liked Ignaz Moscheles best. He 
came to Berlin in November, 1824, and when stillonly thirty had won for himself 
the title of “ le prince des pianistes.” He gave three brilliant concerts in Berlin, 
and played in several others given for charitable purposes. Abcut his wonderful style 
old Zelter wrote to his friend Goethe at the time, “ Moscheles does indeed play so 
that one has to take a Lethean draugh! and forget all his predecessors. The fellow 
has hands, I must tell you, which he turns like a shirt, for he does not play badly 
even with his nails,”’ 

During a concert forthe benefit for the sufferers from the inundation on the 
Rhine, 1 for the first time came into personal contact with Moscheles, Count Rédes 
of Karlsruhe, one of the Acting Committee, invited my co-operation in favour of 
my countrymen. I proposed to recite something, but was prevailed upon to show 
myself to the Berliners at the piano asa noveldecoy. I was in fashion at the time, 
owing to my sudden retirement from the Kénigstadt Theatre, which had caused 
much sensation.sAnd my prudent mother decided that I should not go out of fashion 
again until my first appearance on the royal stage. Thus I was obliged to play in 
public Czerny’s Rondo Truc A quatre mains, together with my most enthusiastic 
wurical admirer Greulich, a first-rate pianist, who came to our house almost 


. daily to play with me A quatre mains for his amusement, in the same concert 


in which Moscheles also played. 

“ Le prince des pianistes '’ was good-natured enough to compliment me on my 
playing. 

Soon afterwards Moscheles paid us a visit. Both of ua were to take part ina 
concert which Karl Blum gave at Potsdam. This time I remained true to myself 
and gave arecitaticn. But in our house good Moscheles sacrificed himeelf probably 
to please a proud mother’s heart, and played with me the ov rture to Don Juan, A 
quatre mains, giving me in his delicate way the most valuable hints. 

When Moscheles on the morning of the 15th December called for usin a coach 
in order to drive to Potsdam, Felix Mendelssobn came running with burning cheeks 
once more to take the tenderest leave of his revered master who during these few 
weeks had become his beloved teacher and friend for life, Theeyes of both were 
moist, 

During the drive to Potsdam, Moscheles never ceased to extress his admiration 
for Felix Mendelssohn, till all of a eudden a most violent headache attacked him, 
an he sank pale as death, his eyes closed, back upon the cushions, He nevertheless 
insisted upon performing, And after my mother had rouged him, in order that his 
ghastly appearance might not attract attention, and after he had reached the piano 
with tottering steps, he played in the presenceof the kingand court like a god, 

In Potsdam we took leave of Moscheles. He set ont for new triamphs in the 
world, Only afterwards, when Moscheles had returned from London to Leipzig, to 
please his friend Mendelssohn, did we meet once more in Dresden, to our mutual 
jleasufe, . 

My friend Ignaz Moscheles was staying in London, giving lessons and concerts, 
Felix Mendelssohn himself concucted his overture to “The Midsummer Night's 
Dream,’ and became a favourite with the English on the first night, 


THE JEWS IN. RUSSTA, 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 
ST. PETERSBURG, JAN. 21ST, 1885. 

The new year has been marked by high distinctions which have been conferred 
on eminent Russian Jews, viz., State Councillor 8, Poliakoff, who has been appointed 
a Privy Councillor—the first Jew who holds this title in Russia, the renowned 
Orientalist, Dr, Harkavy, who has been gazetted a State Councillor, and at the same 
time Knight of the Order of Stanislaus, Second Class, and State Councillor Dr. 
llirechhorn, who has been named Knight of the Order of Wladimir, Fourth Class. 

The so-called Kuchanow Commission lately had under discussion the rights of 
Jews to take part in local self-government in the towns of the “ area of settlement.’ 
It is well known that the Jews, although in an overwhelming majority in these 
towns, have only a limited vote, viz., one-third at local elections ; hence they are 
debarred from fil'ing the posts. of Chief and Deputy Authority of the town. The 
question which arose before the Commission was whether the existing state of 
things should continue. One of the members, a Governor in the “area of settle- 
ment,’ remarked that the settlement of the question presented no difficulties, as 
the Jewa were disposed to quit Russia, in order to restore their former independent 
nationality. This ambition was a most laudable one, towards the accomplishment 
of which Russia ought to interpose no obstacles, These observations gave rise to 
considerable comment on the movement in favour of the colonisation of Palestine. 
That the opinions expressed were not of a very favourable character may well be 
imagined, when it is considered that the anti-Semitic spirit is at present in full 
vieour in this country, An emphatic corroboration of this untoward fact is to be 
found in the action of a number of rich merchants at Moscow, who have raised a 
fund of 400,000 roubles, for the purpose of establishing and conducting a daily 
anti-Semitic journal, to be known as the (oles Moskira (“ Voice of Moscow ”). 
The programme of this paper will be to combat the influence of Jews in industry 
and in the great manufactories at Lodz, which are chiefly in the hands of Jewieh 
capitalists, | 

As antidotes to this unpleasant pill, I am pleased to bring to your notice two 
recent decisions of the Ministers of Finance and of Public Instruction. The first- 
named Minister has instructed the Chamber of Commerce at Odessa that “Guild 
Certificates’ are to be granted, as before, to foreign Jewish merchanta, without any 
difficulties being raised on the part of the Chamber. The action of the Minister 
of I’ublic Instruction consists in the despatch of a circular to the heads of educa- 
tional cstablishmenta, authorising them to dispense with the attendance of pupils 
not belonging to the orthodox faith on their festivala, The Minister, however, 
stipulates that this dispensation shall not be advanced as an excase for any back- 
wardness in the efficiency of pupils who may avail themselves of this order, 

The publication of the Jenwre:, with its monthly supplement Jewrcis- 
hoje Obosrenje, has, 1 regret to say, been suspended sine die, The journal in question, 
which was edited in the Russian language, was, without exaggeration, one of the 
most useful organs we possessed, Whilst referring to Jewish journalism, I may add 
that the féte given in honour of the publication of the thousandth number of the 
Hamelit:, to which I briefly alluded in my previous letter, was a signal success, 
The celebration was held at the resicence of the venerable Editor, M. Zederbaum, 
who was surrounded by a large gathering of many of our most distinguished core- 
jigionists. Jewish literary men are, it appears, becoming too numerous and too 
powerful for our opponents. I draw th's inference from a paragraph in the 
Kiewlanin to the effect that the Commission on the Jewish Question is, in addition 
to other topics, occupied in considering the influence which Jewish publicists exer- 
cise upon literature, in so far as they fill the po-ts of editors and publishers of 
political organs, 

An important expression of opinion on the part of the Minister of the Interior, 
which will be hailed with satisfaction by the entire Jewish body, has just come 
under my notice. The anti-Semites at Kursk had determined to put a stop to the 
severe competition of the Jewish merchants ; and they believed that they could the 
more readily execute their design since Kursk is situated outside the “area of 
settlement,” whereby the right of residence of Jews is surrounded with serious 
restrictions. In the fulfilment of their object, the Duma (local representatives) 
through a deputation of their body, petitioned the Governor to appoint a Commis- 
sion for the purpose of investigating the grounds on which Jews had the right to 
reside and trade at Kursk, The Governor received the deputation, but only to in- 
form them that he had more common sense mattera to engage his attention than 
anti-Semitism, and that his time was better bestowed in ensuring the maintenance 
of order in the town, Undaunted by this unexpected check, the local body then 
addressed the Minister of the Interior; Count Tolstoi, who likewise refused their 
application, declaring that so long as the Commission on the Jewish Question, pre- 
sided over by Count Pahlen, had not completed its labours, it was not advisable to 
open up new questions, and that the sta‘u gvo must be maintained, even in the case 
of Jews settling in the interior of the Empire, withont positively possessing the 
right of residence. Not contented with this rebuff, the anti-Semites at Kursk have 
appealed to the Senate, This body has not yet given its decision, but the upright 
manner in which it has of late dealt with matters affecting the Jews inspire us 


a the hope that here again the proceedings of the Duma of Kursk will end in 
a fiasco,
